The Examiner has indicated that claims 1 - 5 are pending in the application; that claim 1 
is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by the patent to Corsentino (US 4,209,068); 
that claims 1 - 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by the patent to Buhler (US 
6,427,781); that claims 1, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by the 
patent to Parish (US 4,262,752; and that claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Corsentino or, alternatively, Buhler et al in view of the patent to Finneybrook 
(US 3,357,499). 

Applicant, by this Amendment amends claims 1, 2, 4 and 5, and submits new claims 6 
through 8, all in accordance with the Examiner's indications.
